They could proceed, with- 
out intervention or direct aggres- 
sion, to enable the momentum of 
a victory at Dien Bien Phu, to 
carry them deeper into the poli- 
tics of Southeast Asia.

Dims Ike’s Assurances 


Before President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower could speak to the nation in an at- 
tempt to dissipate some of its atomic fears, 
events increased those fears with the re- 

ult that the President could only repeat 
what he had said before—this nation will 
seek war; McCarthy-like methods are 
un-American; and fear of domestic Com- 
munists is exaggerated. 

The nation—and the world—is ap- 
proaching one of those tense and acutely 
delicate diplomatic crises. We are seek- 
ing to persuade the French, British, Au 
tralians and New Zealanders to join in is- 
suing a warning to Communist China 
against intervention in Indochina. 

This comes on top of Secretary Dulles’ 
even more dramatic statement that in the 

Indochina theater he is urgently consult- 
ing free peoples. He also did not rule 
out the grim possibility of American inter- 
ention in Indochina if Communists should 
anal there and if we are not joined 
by other nations. 

If we do intervene, it will of ne- 
cessity be with atomic weapons since the 
United States cannot send troops there to 
carry on years of jungle fighting. 

More and more, eyes are on the French 
a of Dien Bien Phu, surrounded and 

numbered, but holding on with Ameri- 
can . aemiein and aircraft. If it holds, there 
will be a very slight lessening of tension. 
If it falls, there will be more. 

It was not possible for the President to 
allay any fears while his Secretary of 
State was forced to deal with more, and 
greater ones.

Vermont was the first admitted 
by Congressional Act. The Green 
Mountain State became No. 14 in 
1791. Kentucky and Tennessee got 
at the table in 1792 and 1796. Ohio 
made the grade in 1803. Louisiana 
was inducted just in time to get in 
on the War of 1812. 

The statehood stork made: reg- 
ular deliveries between 1816 and 
1821, bringing Indiana, Mississippi, 
Illinois, Alabama, Maine and Mis- 
souri, one a year and in that order. 
Then the bird hit a slymp. The 
trouble w&s the political balance 
of power in much as 
now except that slavery was the 
issue.

States in the manner Noah filled 
the ark, two by two, one South and 


the other North, starting with 
Maine and Missouri. Then came

Mr. Eisenhower's talk on the 
whole has stimulated a lot of 
discussion in Congress—not so 
much because of what he said but 
how he said it.

A 12,000-pound $8,500 Civil De-| 


férise Rescue Service truck, first 
of its type in Georgia, has been 
delivered to the DeKalb County 
fire department and will be put 
into service within two weeks. 
The truck, which would carry a 
crew of eight trained rescue work- 
ers to dig out persons trapped in 
damaged buildings, is the heaviest 


and most completely equipped res- 


cue vehicle now approved by fed- 
eral CD engineers, Elliott Johnson, 
CD director for Metropolitan At- 
lanta, said, 


ALL BESCUE WORK 

The vehicle was purchased joint- 
ly by the metropolitan CD. and 
DeKalb County. Priority is given 
for its use by CD, which can call 
it into service anywhere in’ the 


The 140-HP truck, to be station- 
ed at DeKalb's Avondale fire sta- 
tion, wil! be available for all res- 
cue work in the county. 

DeKalb Fire Chief Mike Lynch 
and Assistant Chief D. P. Martin 
said instructors from the Atlanta 
fire department will begin train- 
ing the rescue crew next week. 
Four men will be on duty with the 
truck at all times, Lynch said. 

The vehicle, which carries 344 
separate pieces of rescue and first 
aid equipment, has everything 
from wire cutters and hack saws 
to a jack that can lift up to 15 tons. 
OXYGEN MASKS 

Two oxygen equipped rescue 
masks would allow workers to op- 
erate. in underground situations 
where no oxygen is present.

A telephone powered by sound 
alone would enable rescuers to 
communicate with persons trapped 
underground.

The debate, and the vote that 
will follow, are expected to give 
rise inside Parliament, and per- 
haps also outside, to one of the 
toughest battles in Italian parlia- 
mentary history. The Commu- 
nists and their left wing Socialist 
allies have already served notice 
that what they did last year in 
an effort to defeat the govern- 
ment’s electoral bill will pale 
into insignificance in comparison 
with what they will do in the 
coming months to prevent ratifi- 
cation of the EDC. 


REDS FIGHT 

Last vear the Communists and 
their allies took part in some of 
the worst fist-fights and the most 
glamorous incidents ever seen in 
an Italian Parliament. It is not 
difficult to foresee therefore that 


the EDC dehate will not be brief, 


or peaceful. The Communist-dom- 
inated Peace Patisans more- 
over. have heen mobilized to 
arouse public opinion against the 
EDC. This extremely 
probable that the inside 
Parliament will he accompanied 
by strife and possibly by strikes 
and riots outside. 

The next few months are conse- 
quently expected to be crucial 
for Premier Scelba’s§ govern- 
ment. It has a very slim major- 
ity in the Senate and the Cham- 
ber and the slightest wavering 
or uncertainty on the part of the 
three minor center parties, on 
whose votes it counts, would be 
fatal to it.
